90-DAY JAIL TERM 
IS GIVEN FEINGOLD 


Leader of ‘Frisco Jobless 
Is Railroaded 


SAN FRANCISCO. May 17. 
Jeremiah Feingold, a San Fran- 
cisco worker active in the Unem-: 
ployed Cauncil, was yesterday sen- 
tenced by Judge Lazarus to serve 
90 days in the county jail following 
a “trial” lasting barely three hours. 
He conducted his own defense. 

He immediately announced an 
appeal, and after spending several 
hours in the city jail, Feingold 
was released on $500 bail 
posted by the International Labor 
Defense. 


JUDGE OFFERS “DEAL” 


Feingold was arrested April 1 
with two other workers, Hougardy 
and Danforth, when they appeared 
at the Associated Charities with 
14 families seeking relief. The trials 
of Hougardy and Danforth will be 
held later, 

The following week Feingold was 
“taken for a ride’ by plainclothes 
men and viciously slugged,

After Judge Lazarus senten- 
ced Feingold he tried to make 
a “deal,” saying that he would 
cut the sentence to 30 days if 
the International Labor De 
fense would promise not to ap- 
peal the case.

BEAT FIRST CHARGE 


Bertino has been arrested and 
charged with “perjury” on com- 
plaint of District Attorney E. J. 
Dole following an attempt to send 
the worker to San Quentin for two 
years on a felony charge of “ob- 
the signatures thru fraud,” 
So instantaneous was the protest 
of the workers that the authorities 
were forced to dismiss this charge 
when a hearing was held on May 
12 before Judge Fulwider. The 
courtroom and _ corridors were 
crowded with sympathetic workers. 

The first charge of fraud was 
concocted on the ground that Ber- 
tino had said that only the Com- 
munist Party thru its program, 
could provide genuine relief and 
work for the unemployed. 


PUBLISH NAMES 


The attempted frame-up of Ber- 
tino is seen as the first step in 
a stat«qwide drive to keep the 
Communist Party off the ballot 
despite the fact that it has obtain- 
ed far more than the required 
number of names of registered 
voters. 

The drive of the bosses of So- 
noma county began with the re- 
jection of 87 of the 89 names filed 
on petitions, hiding behind the 
most obvious technical subterfuges. 
At the same time, in an effort to 
intimidate the workers who had 
signed the petition, the newspapers 
published the complete list which 
they had obtained from the county 
clerk,

While hailing the signature cam- 
paign as a great achievement, the 
District Campaign committee point- 
ed out that workers must prepare 
to wage a sharp fight to prevent 
state officials from keeping the 
Party off the ballot. 


FIGHT ON IN SANTA ROSA 


The committee called attention 
to the situation in Santa Rosa, 
Sonoma County, where the local 
authorities have refused to accept 
the signatures on purely technical 
grounds, have instituted a camp- 
aign of intimidation against work- 
ers, publishing their names in th: 
press, and are trying to frame ut 
one worker, Thomas Bertino, on 
a charge of perjury. 

The action of the Sonoma county 
officials was taken despite the ex- 
press provision in the California 
election laws declaring that “in no 
case shall failure to comply with 
some technical formality negate the 
intention of the signer of the peti- 
tion. ”

REDWOOD CITY, Cal.—The un- 
employment relief fund of San Ma- 
teo County, which was raised by 
taxing two days’ pay from the em- 
ployed workers, is now exhausted, 
and no effort has been made to tax 
the multi-millionaires who live on 
the huge estates of this county. 

The unemployed are told to go 
out and get a job on the Western 
Pacific which, according to real 
estate sharks, is to pass through 
Redwood City by and by. If we 
should get tired waiting for this 
mythical railroad, we can try to get 
a job on the Bayshore Highway. 
Very few workers are employed on 
this job, where they are compelled 
to take care of the equipment on 
their own time—meaning they must 
slave as long as 10 hours and get 
paid for eight.

LOS ANGELES, Cal, May 17.— 
From now on workers gleaning 
vegetables and garbage in the city 
dump must pay for the privilege 
by working three to four hours 
burning rubbish. 

To get a sack full 
bread, knawed bones, and rotten 
vegetables one must work in an 
atmosphere of roaring fires, sickly 
rases and maggots. 

At first the city hired Negro 
laborers to do this work in the 
new city dump and paid them $4.85 
a day. But so many starving work- 
ers infested the stinking hole for 
scraps of food for their families, 
that the Negroes were fired and the 
jobless put to work shoveling red 
hot ashes, spreading lime, etc. 

The Board of Health had closed 
a small. pool where poor children 
play in the summer because “it 
was not healthy,” but when their 
fathers and mothers dig in this 
disease-infested hole they overlook 
it.

The delegates from the Bakers- 
field territory told of conditions 
on the big ranches there. The E. 
OQ. Mitchell ranch near Oran pays 
174%4c an hour; no board furnished; 
12-hour day. Many unemployed 
The Degregreo ranch employs 250 
workers. Tractor men get 35¢ a 
hour compared with 75c and $1 two 
years ago. The bosses divide the 
workers from fighting together by 
paying the white workers 25c an 
hour; Mexican, Filipinos and others 
get 20c an hour. Two years ago the 
pay was 40-50c an hour. This ranch 
is considered to be the best job 
in the section. 

The Lanning Miller ranch has 300 
acres of onions. They paid 7c a 
row for weeding. The workers 
struck, and won 9c a row. It is 
impossible to hoe more than 6 rows 
a day. The average is 4 rows or 
36c per day. 

The Barlowe ranch pays 10c an 
hour for 10 hours. Conditions are 
terrible, and one must work a full 
10 hours or no pay at alli, The 
County relief is cooperating) with 
the bosses to furnish them with 
cheap labor by cutting off all relief. 


IMPERIAL VALLEY REPORT 


One-third of the 2,000 Filipinos, 
10,000 Mexicans and 200 Japanese 
workers living in Imperial Valley 
now are working. Wages are 20- 
25c an hour; 10-12 hours a day. 

In Stanton a strike situation was 
reported where 2,500 Japanese and 
500 Mexicans are working in the 
strawberry fields. The Japanese 
get 22144c an hour and their board. 
The Mexican workers get only 20c 
and must board themselves.

Urges Workers to Write to 
Men on Ships; 18,000 
Filipinos 


SAN FRANCISCO. — The 18,000 
Filipino sailors in the United Sta- 
tes Navy are sharply discriminated 
against in the matter of shore 
leaves, ship duties and promotion. 

Most of us are recruited in the 
Islands. We are led to believe 
that we will be treated at least like 
other American citizens. 

Our first surprise comes when 
We are assigned to the dining halls 
and mess rooms as cooks and wait- 
ers. We become kitchen slaves 
and flunkeys for the white officers 
and men of the fleet. If we pro- 
test and ask to be transferred as 


yeomen, mechanics, machinist 
assistants, gunners, ete., we are 
“tested,” and always found unfit 


for jobs that are extremely simple. 


DENY SHORE LEAVE 


Shore leave is often denied for no 
other reason than some white pet 
of the officers who is supposed to 
work asks to be relieved. A Fil- 
ipino who is planning te get off the 
ship is usually victimized. 

Most of us are too proud to ad- 
mit that we are nothing but kit- 
chen-slaves on the battle ships. I 
feel that we should recognize this 
discrimination as it shows clearly 
that we are a subject people and 
the United States navy is not our 
navy, but exists to hold our coun- 
try in bondage. 

Part of the“democracy” illusion 
is to be seen in the case of ap- 
pointees from the Islands to Anna- 
polis. Though many have graduted 
none become officers in the Navy. 
Instead, strangely enough, they are 
transferred to the Army and sent 
to the Islands to act as imperialist 
policemen to suppress the revolu- 
tionary masses from fighting for 
independence.

The City Library offered a job 
at $65 a month, and 250 applied. 

The American Can Co. just lay- 
ed off 40 men here, and the “Sac- 
ramento Bee” says everything will 
be alright as the farmers have 
started their spring work! 

Workers are pouring in here 
from the farming districts, and 
building shacks on the river bank 
out of old tin, bush grass and any 
thing they can find. They live on 
beans and garbage. Over a third 
of the houses are empty in the city.

The unsold papers we fear to 
return, lest we lose our jobs, so 
we are compelled to shove them 
into the garbage can and pay for 
them ourselves, thereby driving 
still lower our meager earnings. 

The newsboys refer to this as 
“eating the papers.” 

Newsboys and newsgirls: The 
ouly way to fight this starvation 
program of the boss papers is to 
organize into a news - venders’ 
union, affiliated with the Trade 
Union Unity League.

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CITY EMPLOYEES 
OF OAKLAND GET 
BIG WAGE CUTS 


But City Manager Takes A 
Mere $20,000 a Year 
For Himself 


OAKLAND, Cal., May 16.—Based 
on discrimination on the “part of 
the City Manager, O. E. Carr, a 
large number of municipal emp- 
loyees have been given wage cuts, 

At the same time Carr's own 
salary of $20,000 per year remains 
intact. The worst cuts were among 
the white collar slaves, 

Along with the cuts given the 
office men, janitors, garage work- 
ers and truck drivers were given 
pay slashes of from 20 to 30%.

The monthly salary of the Senior 


Accountant was cut from $350 to 


$170. Senior Bookkeeper was cut 
from $250 to $170. Still another 
Senior Bookkeeper in the Aud- 


itor’s office who had been on the 
job 14 years was cut from $225 to 
$100 a month. These cuts are typic- 
al of all in the Auditor’s depart- 
ment with one exception: the Head 
Clerk received a $5 raise——-prob- 
ably to reward a little spying on 
his fellow workers. 

The fact that worse cuts were 
given the auditors and accountants 
in whichever department they 
might be, reflects Carr’s fear of 
his slaves that have the power of 
checking up on him.

MALNUTRITION 


Webster defines malnutrition as 
a “debilitated state, in which the 
person fails to digest and properly 
to assimilate his food, resulting in 
imperfect nutrition and a weaken- 
ed body.” A more graphic picture 
could be obtained by attending a 
gathering of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and then going to an Un- 
employed Council meeting for a 
contrast. Or, if you have time— 
and nowadays most of us have 
plenty of time—look around in a 
rich neighborhood at the rosy- 
cheeked children and then see 
those in a workers’ district. You 
would see not only the meaning 
but the cause of malnutrition. 

The human body needs three 
most important nourishments—pro- 
teins obtained mostly from meat 
and eggs, fat obtained from the 
animal and vegetable fats, and 
carbonhydrates obtained from cere- 
als and many kinds of vegetables 
and iruits, including potatoes, 
bananas, prunes or sugar. When 
a person can get this food, plenti- 
fully and in a fresh condition, it 
builds up the body. 

But if we can not get the food 
the human system must feed else- 
where and starts to consume itself, 
taking its proteins from the mus- 
cles, fat from the flesh—mainly of 
the abdominal regions—and carbon- 
hydrates or sugar which are de- 
posited in the liver cells. Clearly 
this source is limited, and shortly 
the body balance turas over and 
your wéakened system, without cor- 
rect and sufficient food, continnes 
along the path of starvation to the 
inevitable end. ~ 


INFANT MORTALITY 


Nor is this suffering necessarily 
confined to the individual, If a 
mother who is nursing her baby 
does not get the proper food, her 
system can not produce proper 
milk containing the important 
qualities so essential in building 
up the tender body of the infant. 
Failing it, the same thing happens 
as oecurs to an adult; the only 
difference is that a baby's resist- 
ance is smaller, his body does not 
have much reserve vitality to feed 
on, and he dies of undernourish- 
ment. And this is one reason why 
in the last three years in the coun- 
tries under capitalist system infant 
mortality has increased so greatly, 
particularly cases of those’ under 
the age of one year—whereas in 
‘the Soviet Union, women workers 


are given special food and _ rest 
before and after childbirth, with 


the result that infant mortality has 
and continues to show a great de- 
crease—the figures having been 
cut down from 27 deaths per 1,000 
before the Revolution to 18 per 
1,000 at present.

_ As we go to press we have reports that almost 30,0000 
signatures of registered voters were secured on the peti- 
tion list to put the Communist Party on the ballot. 

This is the first great victory of the California workers 
and farmers in the current election campaign. The 30,000 
citizens who signed have given a tremendous answer to 
the bosses’ attempts to suppress and outlaw the Commun- 
ist Party. ‘ 

FIGHT NOT OVER 

The fight to get on the ballot is not over, however. Only 
14,500 signatures are required by law, and over 30,000 
are being filed. However, if one is to judge from what is 
happening in Sonoma County, the fight has only begun. 
Every method of trickery and intimidation was used by 
the Sonoma County officials in order to keep the Party off 
the ballot. The names of the signatories were published 
in the newspapers, they were threatened with loss of job 
and Tom Bertino, a militant worker was arrested on the 
charge of circulating a petition under false pretense. When 
the pressure of the Sonoma County workers forced the 
dismissal of that charge, a new charge of “‘perjury” was 
cooked up. 

When the workers in Santa Rosa and Petaluma, the 
two leading towns in Sonoma County tried to hold mass 
meetings to protest this intimidation, the police forced 
the hall owners to cancel the rental agreement for which 
they had already accepted deposits. Particularly con- 
temptible is the action of the officials of Local 751 of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners in Santa 
Rosa who lined up with the bosses by cancelling the rental 
of the hall shortly before the protest meeting was to begin. 

In contrast to this crawling we cite the fine, militant 
stand of Jack Green, the president of the Central Trades 
Council of Santa Rosa who not only refused to withdraw 
his signature from the Communist Party petition, but 
wrote a letter challenging the intimidators. The letter, 
which first appeared in the Sonoma County Labor Journal, 
is published in this issue of theWestern Worker. 


CAPITALIST “DEMOCRACY ” 


The action of the Sonoma County officials exposes the 
fake which is capitalist democracy. Workers have a right 
to vote so long as they vote capitalist but when they want 
to nominate their own candidates then all the forces of 
terror are loosed against them.

protest and force the arrogant election bureaucrats who 
represent the bosses to honor the petition submitted by 
militant labor. The officials are frightened by the indig- 
nation aroused by their action in Sonoma County and are 
now resorting to technical excuses for taking the Party 
off the ballot. These technical excuses are subterfuges. 
The wish of the people of California is clearly expressed 
in the petition and through organized mass pressure we 
must force the election officials to put the Communist 
Party on the ballot and call upon the workers and farm- 
ers of California to decide the issue for the Party of the 
working class—the Communist Party—against the parties 
of the bosses‘ 


At least twice as many western workers participated 
in May Day demonstrations this year as last. Cities such 
as Phoenix, Ariz., and San Diego, Cal., which never saw 
a militant May Day procession before saw hundreds and 
thousands march the streets under Communist leadership. 
Vancouver, Spokane and Seattle had big increases in the 
number of workers who joined the meetings. In cities 
such as San Francisco where the main streets are usually 
deserted on Sunday, tens of thousands lined the sidewalks 
and gave tumultuous greetings to the marchers. 

Already we have won many victories. The bosses would 
never have appropriated 10% of the sums that they did 
for relief were it not for the bitter struggles led by the 
Communist Party in the face of unparallelled police brut- 
ality. These struggles had far-reaching effects and brought 
some measure of relief not only where they took place 
but even elsewhere. San Bernardino, Cal., is a case in 
point. Until recent time no militant labor movement ex- 
isted there. Now the beginning of Communist Party growth 
in that town has already frightened the bosses at least 
into considering the situation. The local paper, the Or- 
ange Belt News, in reporting the starvation exposed at the 
hearings of the local city council declares in its issue of 
May 5: 

“Mixed with this situation (unemployment and hunger 
the element of a Communist threat which is well known to be 
growing in the community, which was THE MAJOR ELEMENT 
in calling for immediate relief to avert possible demonstrations 
such as has been recorded in other cities of the country.” 


This frank admission on the part of a capitalist news- 
paper will teach every intelligent worker a lesson. Only 
by militant mass action, under the leadership of the Com- 
munist Party can we win even the smallest improvement 
in our conditions. We must increase our organization and 
struggle against hunger, evictions and gas and electric 
shut-offs. Even where our demands are wholly or part- 
ially granted, we can keep our victory secure only thru 
militancy.

WORKERS’ LIVES AND A “GOOD SHIP” 


What workers have to expect in the next war is already 
seen by the ruthless disregard for human life with which 
preparations for imperialist war are now being made. 

The particular case in point is the arrival of the “Akron” 
from the East. A completely inexperienced crew of men 
was put on the job in San Diego to land the huge dirigible 
Experienced landing men were not sent from the East, in 
order to save money. The result was that two of the sail- 
ors, both mere youths, were raised off the ground and 
after dangling in the air a few minutes, hurled through 
space and their bodies were dashed to earth in a most 
horrible death. A complete news-reel moving picture was 
shown of both killings in most the moving picture houses 
throughout the West. At the end of the reel, Commander 
Rosendahl of the “Akron” comments on the flight and 
all he has to say about the terrible tragedy that had just 
taken place was that “the Akron showed herself a good

Not only 
are there naval bases at all stra- 
tegic points, San Pedro, San Fran- 
eisco, (Mare Island Shipyard), 
Seattle, (Bremington Navy Yard), 
but there is the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps. air field 
Diego and the dirigible 
Sunnyvale, San Francisco.

In San Francisco there is the 
largest private drydock in the U.S.

Because of the additional ex- 
pense involved (since there are no 
ferrous metals mined on the Pac- 
ific coast) no merchant ships are 
being built altho there are ship- 
building yards in all major Pacific 
ports. However, a number of war 
ships have been built recently in 
the Navy yards and special meas- 
ures are being taken to ensure the 
maintenance of a skeleton technic- 
al staff in all the yards.

A book for workers’ children has 
at last appeared to help combat 
the mass anti-workingclass stories 
that the bosses put out to corrupt 
the worker’s child. Illustrated by 
the staff artist of the “New Pion- 
eer” it is a very attractive book 
which every worker's child would 
want to have. 

The stories are all based on the 
class struggle and are designed not 
only to interest the child, but also 
to make him see the necessity of 
his taking an active part in the 
class struggle. The pictures are 
in two colors, and there are plenty 
of them, 

Each of the seven short stories— 


Bread, High Hat Ants, Us Alley 
Kids, Battle in the Barnyard, 
Strike Secret, The Island Across 


the Lake, and A Night’s Adventure 
bring out the character of the class 
struggle. “Bread” and “A Night’s 
Adventure” particularly show how 
children are to conduct their strug- 
gles for free food and clothing and 
against race discrimination, while 
“Battle in the Barnyard” is an 
allegory of how the capitalist syst- 
em originated, and can be destroy- 
ed. 

The book should be made avail- 
able particularly to the American- 
born children of foreign-born work- 
ers. It fills a long-felt need. The 
chiidren of our movement have 
literally been cheated by being de- 
prived of class struggle literature 
of interest to them. Here is a 
book which will make up to some 
extent for the previous neglect of 
the needs of the children. 

Our children are too often won 
away from us by the lurid reading 
matter put out by the capitalist 
class.
